Henry 
Watterson, in 
his speech 
last Monday in Kentucky, at the un­ 
veiling of the Lincoln statue, said: 
AVe are assembled near tile spot 
where Abraham Lincoln was liorn to 
dedicate a memorial iii his honor. 
This memorial is a tribute from the 
state of his nativity.

Washington, June 4.—Senator Aid- 
rich is demonstrating that the rules 
of the senate, even as liberally as 
they are framed, may be so manipu­ 
lated as to serve the special interests 
with as great a degree of success as 
are those of the House of Representa­ 
tives. 
Senator Aldrich has set out to pre­ 
vent a vote being taken on the in­ 
come tax amendment. 
So far he has 
been successful. Had a vote been ta­ 
ken two weeks ago, it is conceeded 
by both parties some form of an in­ 
come tax pro vision would have been 
tacked on the tariff bill. But Aldrich 
prevented the vote. 
W hether the Rhode Island senator 
will succeed in side tracking the in­ 
come tax amendment by preventing a 
vote being taken can not be known 
for a certainty until after June IO. 
The clsis will 
come 
on 
that 
day, 
when the amendment will be up for 
consideration. 
Instead of allowing a vote on the 
amendment, Aldrich, it is believed, 
and he does not deny It, will have the 
measure referred 
to 
the 
judiciary 
committee. That would be the end of 
the measure so far as the special ses­ 
sion is concerned. 
The 
tariff 
bill 
would be passed without waiting for 
the income tax amendment to reap­ 
pear from committee, and the senator 
would say “good bye" to Washington 
until the next regular session. 
W by is Boss Aldrich so determined 
to prevent a vote on the income tax? 
Because the measure is inimical to 
Wall street 
interests, 
w'hich 
the 
Rhode Island senator so ably repre­ 
sents in the senate. 
Here is the milk in the cocoanut: 
If a vote should lie taken on an in­ 
come tax now, or had it been taken 
two weeks ago. and had the measure 
passed, it would have provided for 
the raising of $80,000,000 in revenue. 
I hat sum would come from the rich, 
the Bailey amendment providing for a 
3 per cent tax on incomes or indi­ 
viduals and corporations in excess of 
$5,000 a year. 
Naturally the rich do not wish to 
have their incomes taxed, but that ob­ 
jection to the income tax is the lesser 
of two. 
If $80,000,000 of new revenue 
should be provided for. the democrats 
and 
progressive republicans 
would 
Immediately demand that the tariff on 
certain necessities of life be greatly 
diminished. Aldrich's excuse for re­ 
taining duties on certain necessities, 
it should be understood, is that it is 
necessary to tax such staples to raise 
revenue to run the government. 
He 
is making the tariff bill on the theory 
the principal revenue is to come from 
import duties on things the people 
eat and wear. He is not figuring in 
raising one cent from the incomes of 
the rich. 
Therefore it is plain that had the 
income tax bill passed two weeks 
ago Aldrich would have had to place 
a couple of necessities on the 
list, which would have spoiled 
nice monopoly on such products now 
enjoyed by the tariff barons. 
And this is the real reason 
Aldrich has openly, on the floor 
the senate, pledged his honor that If 
he can 
prevent 
the 
income 
tax 
amendment from being adopted. 
will leave no stone unturned to ac­ 
complish that end.

DELIGHT TO WEARY TRAVELER; 


Green Gardens of Damaseu* Rest the 


Eye After a Long Journey Through 


the Deeaert. 


The chief attractions at Damascus 


are the world-famed gardens which 
surround the city, the glimpses we get 
of oriental life as found In the bazarfe, 
fine streets, the shops, and last, but 
by no means of less Interest, the fa- 
mous mosque of Omciades. 


One hundred and fifty square mile* 


of green lie in compact order round 
aibout Damascus, spread out with all 
the profusion of a virgin forest Or- 
chards and flower gardens, parka, 
plantations of corn and of other prod- 
uce pass before the eye Jn rapid and 
changeable succession. The natives 
claim that there are more than 3,000 
ttiles of shady lane In the gardens of 
Damascus through which It is possi- 
ble to ride.

The chief attractions at Damascus 


are the world-famed, gardens which 
surround the city, the -glimpses we get 
of oriental life as found in the bazars, 
fine streets, the shops, and last, but 
by no means of less interest, tbe fa- 
mous mosque of Omcladea. 


One hundred and fifty square miles 


of green lie in compact order round 
about Damascus, spread out with all 
the profusion ot a virgin, forest Or- 
chards and 
flower gardens, parks, 


plantations of corn and ot other prod- 
uce pass before the eye in rapid and 
changeable succession. The natives 
claim that there are more than 3,000 
miles ot shady lane In the gardens of 
Damascus through wLich It is possi- 
ble to ride. On such a ride the visitor 
passes orchards ot fig;1 and orchards 
ot apricots 'For hedges there la the 
briar rose and for canopy the wal- 
nut. 
Pomegrauite blossoms 
glow 


through the shade; Che vine bouglia 
trail across the briars; a little water- 
fall breaks on the edge of the road, 
and all the water and leafage are so 
lavish that the broken mud walla and 
slovenly houses have no power to vex 
the eye. These long gardens of Da- 
mascus form a paradise of £he Arab 
world. Making a nilgrlmmage to the 
city after weeks and months of dreary 
and desolate desert life, the running 
waiter is a Joy to his sight and music 
to bis ears, and it Is something to 
walk through shady lanes, to admire 
the variety of landscape and the beau 
ty of scenery In a iaind where the sun 
beats down all day with unremitting 
force until the earth is like a furnace 
of iron beneath a aky of molten brass 
—Biblical World.

built from its present southern termi- 
nus at Durango to tbe port of Ma- 
zatlan on the Pacific coast. Tbe Iron 
mountain has been owned by Ameri- 
cans for a number of years, and Its ore 
has been used in a furnace at Durango, 


The Iron mountain at Durango was 


visited by Hum bold t and was pro- 
nounced by him to be one of the won- 
ders of the world 
Tbe ore outcrop- 


ping rises to a height of several hun- 
dred feet out of tbe plam and covers 
a big area. The deposit extends Into 
the earth to an unknown depth. The 
remarkable position and location of 
this mountain of iron causes some sci- 
entists to believe that it is a giant 
meteor which fell to the earth ages 
ago.
